To receive, relieve, comfort, aid, oz maintain any Jeſuit, Seminary Pzieſt, oz other Pꝛieſt, Deacon, 02 Religious oz 
Eccleſiaſtical perſon made by any Authozity, Power, oz Yuriſdiction derived, challenged, oz pzetended from the Se of Rome, 
being at liberty oꝛ out of hold, knowing him to be ſuch, is Felony without benefit of Clergy, by 27 El Cap. 2. ö 
By the Stac. 23 El 1. It is High Treaſon to withdꝛa w any of the Kings Subjects to the Romiſh Religion, to the intent 
to withdꝛaw them from their Natural Obedtence to the King, and it is high Treaſon in the perſons ſo willingly with⸗ 
drawn; And all Aiders, Abettoꝛs and Concealers thereof unamenglr, r GUILD of Miſpꝛiſion of Treaſon. 

To put in pꝛactite to Ablolbe, Perſwade dꝛ Mithdꝛa w any er un Majeſties Subjects of this Realm of England from theit 
Natural Obedience to His Majeſty, oꝛ to Reconcite them to the Pope oꝛ Dex of Rome, oz to move them to pꝛomiſe Obedi- 
ence to any pꝛetended Authozity to the Ser of Rome; oz to any other P2tnce, State oz Potentate, is High Treaſon by the 
Statute z 7ac.Cap.4, whether done upon the Seas oꝛ beyond the Seas, oꝛ in any other Place within His Majeſties Dominions. 

To be willingly Abſolved oz WithdzaWwn in manner afozeſaid, oꝛ to be willingly Reconciled, oꝛ to pzomiſe Obedience to 
any ſuch pꝛetended Authozity, Pzince, State oꝛ Potentate, oz to Pꝛocure, Counſel, Aid oꝛ Maintain ſuch Offenders, know- 
ing the ſame, is likewiſe made High Treaſon by the ſame Dtatute.

oꝛ capable of any Legacy oz Deed of Gift, and foꝛfeit all G ds and Chattels, and all Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, 

Rents, Annuities, Office Sand Eſtates of Fre-hold, foꝛ and during their natural lives, by the Scar. 3 Car. Cap. 2. 

Foz the moze pꝛeciſe knowledge of which Laws, and all other Laws made foꝛ Suppzeſſing the Gꝛowth of Popery, itt cafe 
His Majeſties loving Subjects cannot conveniently have the Pzinted Statutes, oꝛ cannot well interpꝛet the ſame, they are 
to reſoꝛt to any of His Pajeſties Judges, Juſtices of Peace, oz other Pagiſtrates, who are hereby required and commanded 
| _ all —_ — guide and direct them therein, it being dis Majeſties Reſolution, that all the ſaid Laws ſhalt be 
ſtrialy put in execution.

And His Pajeſty doth hereby further Charge and Command all andevery His loving Subjects, That in caſe any perſon 
ſhall by any Diſcourſe oz Diſputation,offer.to maintain the Popes Authozity oz Juriſdiction, oꝛ to Perſwade oz —— them 
to the Popilh Religion, oꝛ that they know any perſon guilty or auy the Offences a foꝛementioned oꝛ any other Offences againſt
